W a sh in g to n, Sept. 16.—The cabinet 
met in special session yesterday after 
noon. All of the members were present, 
except Secretary Alger, who is not in 
the city. All united in the statement 
made after the meeting, that they had 
agreed to say nothing more of the re­ 
salt of the deliberations than that the 
peace commissioners had been folly in­ 
structed. Of the nature of these in­ 
structions they conveyed not a word. 
Eaoh one pointed out that to do so 
would be extremely impolitic and would 
amount to arming the Spanish commis­ 
sioners in advance against themselves. 
The peaoe commissioners, who were 
approached on the subject, made a sim­ 
ilar response, thus dosing all official 
avenues of information. 
It was said that the commissioners 
were ‘‘fully instructed,” and upon seek­ 
ing a further explanation of this phase 
it appeared that the cabinet had pa­ 
tiently gone over in the discussion with 
the commissioners every subject that in 
their opinion could be brought into the 
proceedings before the joint commis­ 
sion. On each of these the American 
commissioners were made acquainted 
with the views and wishes of the ad 
ministration. 
it is not .to be understood from this 
that the commissioners go under iron­ 
clad and unchangeable instructions at 
all points, for there is a certain amount 
of flexibility in the instructions also, as 
one of the cabinet members put it, the 
president might just as well have re­ 
duced his wishes to paper in the form 
of an ultimatum and have sent that to 
Paris by a messenger. 
The peaoe commissioners are in no 
Bouse mere mouthpieces, but, having 
chosen with the greatest care and con­ 
sideration five men in whom he puts 
the most implicit confidence, the presi­ 
dent feels that they are to be trusted 
with the interests of the United States. 
It is not expected that they will have a 
free rein in the larger questions of pol­ 
icy, but, with ample opportunities for 
consultations by cable and otherwise, 
there is no reason why the commission­ 
ers should not be able to carry out the 
desires of the administration, and at the 
same time have the opportunity to some­ 
what shape those desiies by conveying 
information they may acquire. 
For instance, it is expected that at 
Paris the commissioners will meet Gen­ 
eral Merritt, fresh from Manila, and in 
addition they will there have the benefit 
of a special report from Admiral Dewey, 
These will be of the greatest value fox 
the commissioners are not acquainted 
with the Philippine question in detail, 
and even the information that is to be 
acquired from the Spanish peace com­ 
missioners is not to be despised, when 
it takes such an official form that it can 
be relied upon as to accuracy. 
All the arrangements have been com­ 
pleted for the departure of the commis­ 
sion and its staff. Most of the party 
will leave Washington at 4 o’clook this 
afternoon for New York, but circum­ 
stances may detain some of the commis­ 
sioners until the midnight train. The 
Campania sails tomorrow afternoon. 
Senator Frye called at the war de­ 
partment yesterday afternoon and had 
a talk with Acting Secretary Meikle- 
john. While they were together Rep­ 
resentative William Alden Smith of 
Michigan, who is a member of the 
house committee on foreign affairs, 
joined them. In the course of a good 
natured exchange, Mr. Smith urged 
Senator Fry© to hold on to the Philip­ 
pines as an entirety as well as all other 
territory of which we were possessed 
as a result of the war. Mr. Frye dip­ 
lomatically avoided committing him­ 
self, beyond remarking that this idea 
seemed to be growing. As Mr. Frye 
came from the department he was 
asked if he favored the retention of the 
Philippines, to which he replied: 
“I never have given my views on 
that to any human being.”

Already he has 
been officially notified of 61 deaths and 
of 31 persons seriously wounded. The 
reports from the country districts are 
incomplete, but there has been a heavy 
loss of government and private prop­ 
erty. Assistance is urgently required.

Then the coldness 
of the occasion wore away, for with 
three exceptions Mahoning county was 
solid for John H. Morris. They put 
some life into the crowd. 
According to a time honored custom 
there was something of a mild sensation 
soon after the crowd began to gather. 
It was the announcement that Major

convention. Then his friends began to 
hustle, and the manner in which they 
put in a telling stroke here and held up 
a delegate there showed how much they 
were in earnest. Throughout the day 
it was noticed that Major Weybrecht 
was the favorite with a great many dele­ 
gates. at least their conversation was all 
in that direction. But the soldier did 
not have it all as he desired. Stark 
county Democracy is seldom a unit at 
the beginning of a convention, and this 
was no exception. The faction headed 
by Mayor Jimmy Rice, of Canton, was 
with him, while General 
Sherwood 
had some supporters in the delegation. 
Mahoning’s men meantime were shout­ 
ing for Morris. 
The Columbiana delegation organized 
early with J. J. Weisend chairman and 
Doctor Whan, of Colombians, secretary.

TAKEN TO COLUMBUS. 


HORSES* ACTIONS IN BATTLE 


Some K e«p T h e ir Head* l a th e M ad R ash ; 
S o m e L one T h e m . 
A man seldom cries out when hit in 
the turmoil of battle. It is the same 
with a horse. Five troopers out of six, 
when struck by a bullet, are out of their 
saddles within a minute. 
If hit in the 
breast or shoulder, up go their hands 
and they get a heavy fall; if in the leg 
or foot or arm, they fall forward and 
roll off. 
But even with a foot cut off 
by a jagged piece of shell a horse will 
uot drop. It is only when shot through 
the head or heart that he comes down. 
He may be fatally wounded, but he 
hobbles out of the fight to right or left 
aud stands with drooping head until 
loss of blood brings him down. The 
horse that loses his rider and is un­ 
wounded h im s e lf will continue to run 
with his set of fours until some move­ 
ment throws him out. Then he goes 
galloping here aud there, neighing with 
fear ami alarm, but will not ioave the 
field. In his racing about he may get 
among the dead and wounded, but he 
will dodge them, if possible, and in 
any case leap over them. 
When he has 
come upon three or four other riderless 
steeds, they “ fall in” and keep together, 
as if for mutual protection, and the 
“ rally” on the bugle may bring the 
whole of them into the ranks in a body. 
A horse which has passed through a 
battle unwounded is fretful, sulky and 
nervous—the same as a man—for the 
next three or four days. His first battle 
is also the making or unmaking of him 
as a warhorse. If the nervous tension 
bas been too great, he will become a 
bolter in the face of danger, and there­ 
by become a danger in himself. If the 
test has not been beyond him, he will 
go into the next fight with head held 
high and flecks of foam blowing from 
his mouth as he thunders over the 
earth.—Washington Post.

SHOT AN EAGLE. 


Harry W allace Secured a N ice Specim en 
at Smlth'i* Ferry. 
Yesterday Harry Wallace, of Smith’s 
Ferry, while hunting near that place, 
shot a large bird that flew over his head. 
One wing was so injured as to cripple 
the bird, and when captured it proved 
to be a gray eagle, measuring seven feet 
from tip to tip.

The W ild ly R eckless F inancial C areer of 
B aron A lbert Grant. 
One of the most dramatic if not ac­ 
tually one of the largest failures, so far 
as the liabilities were concerned, was 
that of Baron Albert Grant of “ Emma 
mine” notoriety. Grant was the un­ 
crowned king of the financial world of 
his day and generation. He made mil­ 
lions almost as deftly as the late Mr. 
Barney Barnato, and he spent them 
right royally. 
He bought Leicester 
square and presented it, a free gift, to 
the people of London. He gave a din­ 
ner to nearly a thousand city magnates 
at a oost which was popularly reputed 
at the time to have exceeded IOO guineas 
a head, and which, in any event, un­ 
doubtedly established a record in ex­ 
travagant dinner giving which has yet 
to be beaten. 
And he started out to build a palace 
in Kensington which should “ knock 
spots off” all other private residences, 
past, present or to come. Everything 
was got up regardless of expense. The 
ballroom walls were inset with panels 
of pink Italian marble, costing 800 
guineas each. In the entrance hall were 
four pillars of porphyry, worth £4,000. 
The building was scarcely finished 
when the crash oame, and it remained 
for long a brick aud mortar white ele­ 
phant on the hands of the trustees in 
bankruptcy. Eventually most of the in­ 
terior fittings and decorations were dis­ 
posed of piecemeal. The grand staircase, 
which had oost to build some £40,000, 
being acquired by the representatives 
of the late Mme. Tussaud for a trifle 
over a fourth of that sum. It now forms 
the main approach to the upper and 
principal suit of rooms of the new ex­ 
hibition buildings in the Marylebone 
road.—Loudon Mail.

Everybody 
knows that the early Egyptians held 
the cat sacred, and any one injuring a 
sacred animal was liable to severe pun­ 
ishment. Among the ancient laws of 
Wales was a statute which prohibited 
the slaughter of a cat under a curious 
penalty. The owner of the slaughtered 
animal held it by the tip of the tail, 
with its nose touching the floor, and the 
slayer had to give him, by way of com­ 
pensation, as much wheat as would 
bury the entire animal out of sight. 
The grain was supposed to represent 
the amount that the owner would lose 
through the depredations of vermin by 
being deprived of the cat. 
Saxony, Switzerland and other Eu­ 
ropean countries also had laws enacted 
for the protection of cats, which were 
regarded of economic value. Now, how 
ever, pussy is simply a decorative do­ 
mestic adjuuct.

or foot or arm, they fall forward and 
roll off. 
But even w ith a foot cut off 
by a jagged piece of shell a horse will 
not drop. It is only w h e n shot through 
the head or heart that he comes down. 
He may be fatally wounded, hut he 
hobbles out of the tight to right or left 
and stands w ith drooping head until 
loss of blood brings him down. 
The 
horse th at loses his rider aud is un­ 
wounded himself w ill continue to run 
w ith his set of fours until some move­ 
m ent throws him out. 
Then he goes 
galloping here and there, neighing with 
fear and alarm , but w ill not leave the 
field. 
In his racing about he may get 
among the dead and wounded, but he 
w ill dodge them, if possible, and in 
any case leap over them. 
W hen he has 
come upon three or four other riderless 
steeds, they “ fall in ” and keep together, 
as if for m utual protection, and the 
“ ra lly '’ on the bugle may bring the 
whole of them into tho ruuks in a body 
A horse which has passed through a 
battle unwounded is fretful, sulky and 
nervous—the same as a m an—for the 
next three or four days. His first battle 
is also the m aking or unm aking of him 
as a warhorse.

W a s h in g t o n , Sept. 16. — The cabinet 
met in special session yesterday after 
noon. All of the members were present, 
except Secretary Alger, who is not in 
the city. 
All united in the statement 
made after the meeting, that they had 
agreed to say nothing more of the re­ 
sult of the deliberations than that the 
peaoe commissioners had been fully in­ 
structed. Of the nature of these in­ 
structions they conveyed not a word. 
Eacn one pointed out that to do so 
would be extremely impolitic and would 
amount to arming the Spanish commis­ 
sioners in advance against themselves. 
The peaoe commissioners, who were 
approached on the subjeot. made a sim­ 
ilar response, thus closing all official 
avenues of information. 
It was said that the commissioners 
were “fully instructed,” and upon seek­ 
ing a further explanation of this phase 
it appeared that the cabinet had pa­ 
tiently gone over in the discussion with 
the commissioners every subject that in 
their opinion could be brought into the 
proceedings before the joint commis­ 
sion. On each of these the American 
commissioners were made acquainted 
with the views and wishes of the ad­ 
ministration. 
it is n o t. to be understood from this 
that the commissioners go under iron 
clad and unchangeable instructions at 
all points, for there is a certain amount 
of flexibility in the instructions also, as 
one of the cabinet members put it, the 
president might just as well have re­ 
duced his wishes to paper in the form 
of an ultimatum and have sent that to 
Paris by a messenger.

what shai»e those desiies by conveying 
information they may acquire. 
For instance, it is expected that at 
Paris the commissioners will meet Gen­ 
eral Merritt, fresh from Manila, and in 
addition they will there have the benefit 
of a special report from Admiral Dewey, 
These will be of the greatest value for 
the commissioners are not acquainted 
with the Philippine question in detail, 
and even the information that is to be 
acquired from the spanish peace com­ 
missioners is not to be despised, when 
it takes such an official form that it can 
be relied upon as to accuracy. 
All the arrangements have been com­ 
pleted for the departure of the commis­ 
sion and its staff.

W h en U m b rella* W ere F irst U sed. 
The introduction of the umbrella in 
some places has been regarded of suffi­ 
cient importance to be included in the 
local annals. About 1780 a red Leghorn 
umbrella was introduced into Bristol, 
and it created quite a sensation in the 
city. It was about the same period that 
an umbrella was first carried in the 
streets of Stamford, Lincolnshire. 
It 
was of Chinese manufacture and was 
brought to Stamford from Glasgow. 
Mrs. Stockdale, in 1776, is recorded to 
have brought from the island of Gra­ 
nada, in the West Indies, the first um ­ 
brella seen in Oartmel, Lancashire. 
In 1779 Dr. Spens, a popular physi­ 
cian, carried an umbrella in the streets 
of Edinburgh, aud he is credited with 
introducing it into the Scottish capital. 
John Jameson, a Glasgow surgeon, vis­ 
ited Paris about 1781 or 1782 aud 
brought back with him an umbrella, 
which was the first seen in Glasgow, 
where it attracted unusual attention. 
W illiam Symington was the first per­ 
son to carry an umbrella in Paisley. 
It is related by Horace Walpole in 
his account of the punishment of Dr. 
Shebberere for libel, Dec. 5, 1758, that 
when he was in the pillory a footman 
held over him an umbrella to keep off 
the rain. This has been described ss an 
aristocratic style of bearing punish­ 
m ent 
The undersheriff got into trou­

convention. Then his friends began to 
hustle, and the manner in which they 
put in a telling strobe here and held up 
a delegate there showed how much they 
were in earnest. Throughout the day 
it was noticed that Major Weybrecht 
was the favorite with a great many dele­ 
gates. at least their conversation was all 
in that direction. But the soldier did 
not have it all as he desired. 
Stark 
county Democracy is seldom a unit at 
the beginning of a convention, and this 
was no exception. The faction headed 
by Mayor Jimmy Rice, of Canton, was 
with him, while 
General 
Sherwood 
had some supporters in the delegation. 
Mahoning’s men meantime were shout­ 
ing for Morris. 
The Columbiana delegation organized 
early with J. J. Weisend chairman and 
Doctor Whan, of Columbiana, secretary. 
Rickenberger was made a/member of 
the committee of resolutions; William 
Morrow, permanent organization ; E. E. 
Black. Salineville, rules; W. S. Potts, 
Lisbon.

Mayor Bongh this morning had only 
one case to bear when he came to his 
office, bnt that one case was large 
enough to make ap for several small 
ones. 
Yesterday afternoon John Brown was 
arrested by Officer Terrence and taken 
to jail in the patrol, where he was 
charged with being drunk and dis­ 
orderly.

In other words, he was released 
on parole. 
Four boys were brought to jail last 
night by Officer White.

Allison. Another boy named Gill moved 
from the city yesterday, as he was also 
wanted. The boys were around the 
Second Presbyterian church last Mon­ 
day night daring a festival, and one of 
them threw a stone through the win­ 
dow. It was the intention of the officer 
to bring them to jail in the patrol, but a 
street car was used instead. The boys 
were all chewing gum and had dirty 
faces. The mayor heard their story, 
and at first thought of sending them 
away, but gave them a severe lecture 
and sent them home.

A man seldom cries out when hit in 
the turmoil of battle. 
It is the same 
with a horse. Five troopers out of six, 
when struck by a bullet, are out of their 
saddles within a minute. 
If hit in the 
breast or shoulder, up go their hands 
and they get a heavy fall; if in the leg 
or foot or arm, they tall forward and 
roll off. 
But even with a foot cut off 
by a jagged piece of shell a horse will 
uot drop. It is only wheu shot through 
tho head or heart that he comes down. 
He may be fatally wounded, but be 
bobbles out of the fight to right or left 
and stands with drooping head until 
loss of blood brings him down. 
The 
horse that loses his rider aud is un­ 
wounded himself will continue to run 
w ith his set of fours until some move­ 
ment throws him out. 
Then he goes 
galloping here aud there, neighing with 
fear aud alarm, but will not loave the 
field. 
Iii his racing about he may get 
among the dead and wounded, but he 
will dodge them, if possible, and in 
any case leap over them. 
When he has 
come upon three or four other riderless 
steeds, they “ fall in’’ and keep together, 
as if for m utual protection, and the 
“ rally” on the bugle may bring the 
whole of them into the ranks in a body. 
A horse which has passed through a 
battle unwounded is fretful, sulky and 
nervous—the same as a man—for the 
next three or four day.s. His first battle 
is also the making or unmaking of him 
as a warhorse. 
If the nervous tension 
has been too great, he will become a 
bolter in the face of danger, aud there­ 
by become a danger in himself. 
If the 
test has not teen beyond him, ho will 
go into the next fight with head held 
high and flecks of foam blowing from 
his mouth as he thunders over the 
earth.— Washington Post. 


H E S Q U A N D E R E D MILLIONS. 


The W ild ly Reekie** Financial C areer o f 
Baron A lbert Grant. 
One of the most dramatic if not ac­ 
tually one of the largest failures, so far 
as the liabilities were concerned, was 
that of Baron Albert G rant of “ Emma 
mine” notoriety. 
G rant was the un­ 
crowned king of the financial world of 
his day and generation. 
He made m il­ 
lions almost as deftly as the late Mr. 
Barney Barnato, and he spent them 
right royally. 
He bought Leicester 
square and presented it, a free gift, to 
the people of London. 
He gave a din­ 
ner to nearly a thousand city magnates 
at a cost which was popularly reputed 
at the time to have exoeedod IOO guineas 
a head, and which, in any event, un­ 
doubtedly established a record in ex­ 
travagant dinner giving which has yet 
to lie beaten. 
And he started out to build a palace 
in Kensington which should “ knock 
spots off” all other private residences, 
past, present or to come. 
Everything 
was got up regardless of expense. 
The 
ballroom walls were inset with panels 
of pink Italian marble, costing 800 
guineas eat ii. In the entrance hall were 
four pillars of porphyry, worth £4,000. 
The building was scarcely finished 
wheu the crash came, aud it remained 
for long a brick aud mortar whito ele­ 
phant on the hands of the trustees in 
bankruptcy. Eventually most of the in­ 
terior fittings and decorations were dis­ 
posed of piecemeal. The grand staircase, 
which had cost to build some £40,000, 
being acquired by the representatives 
of the late Mine. Tussaud for a trifle 
over a fourth of that sum. It now forms 
the main approach to the upper and 
principal suit of rooms of the new ex­ 
hibition buildings iii the M aryletene 
road.—Loudon Mail.
